Leveling stays mostly the

At 7:18 p.m. that evening, the Coast Guard 
recovered a guitar case floating in the water, 
but nothing else was recovered until the 
plane was located Thursday.

American Underwater Search and Sur- 
‘vey, of Bourne and New York, was hired by 

‘the Marden family to search for the plane. It 

began its search at about 5 a.m. Thursday 
morning using side-scanning sonar equip- 
ment that can cover a large area, and found 
the plane just after noon. 

A diver was then brought to the scene and 
went down to confirm the find, reporting 
back that there were no bodies on board. 

Mr, Marden’s body was found by a New 
Bedford fisherman in his dragger nets a few 
hours later and about half to three-quarters 
of a mile away. 

The plane was found intact sitting upright 
on the bottom in 36 feet of water with its 
retractable landing gear still retracted.

Don Humphrey, a friend of the family, 
said it appeared Mr. Marden did everything 
he could to land the plane safely. There was 
minor damage to the left wing and broken 
side windows and some dents. 

“In fact, the plane was substantially tg 
intact,” Mr. Humphrey said. 

It appeared from the condition of the 
plane and Mr. Marden’s body that the pair 
survived the crash and were able to get into 
the water to swim. An autopsy conducted on 
Mr. Marden confirmed that death was due to 
drowning. 

The National Transportation and Safety 
Board is conducting an investigation into the 
crash and will supervise recovery of the 
plane. 


“T know that they are planning to bring it 
out tomorrow,” Beverly Johnson, spokesper- 
son for the National Transportation Safety 
Board, said Wednesday afternoon. 

The salvage operation will be arranged 
and paid for by the insurance company, Mr.

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Firefighters battling 
stubborn brush fires

Firefighters have been busy battling 
stubborn brush fires in the Ballardvale 
area this week. 

First on Sunday night, then again 
Monday, brush fires burned for sever- 
al hours along the railroad tracks 
between Ballardvale and Lowell Junc- 
tion, in the area where the train trestle 
crosses the Shawsheen River. The fires 
are difficult to extinguish because it 
has been very dry, and because they 
got into the “pine duff,” according to 
Deputy Fire Chief Harold Wright. 

Deputy Wright said that once the 
fire gets into the pine duff, which is 
like peat, it smolders like a cigarette 
under the surface and can flare up any- 
where. 

Firefighters soaked down a large 
area for several hours Monday 
evening, and returned again Tuesday 
morning to put out more hot spots, 
according to Deputy Wright. Rain on 
Tuesday also helped slow the fires.

Russian immigrants 
learning English here

Sixteen Russian immigrants are 
able to maneuver their way around 
Andover and basic American culture a 
little better than they could previously, 
thanks to the efforts of the Andover 
Housing Authority. 

For the second time since the early 
1980s, the Housing Authority offered 
residents who can’t speak English a 
chance to integrate themselves into the 
community. Though the first time the 
class was taught there was a great mix 
of cultures, including Greeks, Italians, 
and Polish, this time it was 16 Russian 
professionals, said their teacher, Mary 
Bailey. 

Ms. Bailey said that the group this 
year was very enthusiastic about what 
they were learning. “I could see them 
concentrating so hard, sometimes you 
could almost hear the wheels turning 
in their head,” she said. 

“They were as much an inspiration 
to me as I was to them.” 

The class began last fall and was

originally scheduled to last only 15 
weeks, but the class was so intent on 
learning English students insisted the 
class continue until May. 

Learning through the direct 
method, no translation of material 
from their language to English, the 
group learned English, about Ameri- 
can history and culture, and basic 
information for getting around town. 
Ms. Bailey said that a large part of the 
direct method works by using body 
language and sign language. 

Talking into a mirror to aid pronun- 
ciation and relying on the support of 
their classmates also aided the 
progress of the class. 

“T could really see a change in their 
self confidence as the class went on,” 
said Ms. Bailey. Husbands and wives 
who only sat together at the beginning 
of the class, sat with friends instead of 
each other as time went on, she said. 

“These people are just like us,” said 
Ms, Bailey. “Some of the students were 
comedians, and some were very seri- 
ous. 

“Every one of these individuals has 
a boundless amount to offer to our cul- 
ture,” she said. The class included a 
dentist, a physicist, a gynecologist and 
an atomic scientist, Ms. Bailey said. 

The students enjoyed their learning 
so much that they coaxed Ms. Bailey 
into teaching the class for another 
year, starting in September. The class 
is going to be more advanced this time, 
concentrating on conversation and 
more technical information. “I am 
really looking forward to September,” 
said Ms. Bailey. “(The students) are 
very warm and happy people and I am 
friends with all of them.”

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Speed limits may be lowered at Phillips Academy -

Efforts by Phillips Academy 
and the town to make the roads 
around the PA campus safer for 
pedestrians may finally pay off 
with a legislative change that 
would create a new “campus 
safety zone,” which would drop 
the speed limit to 25 mph at 
times of peak pedestrian use. 

“That’s been approved by the 
Senate,” Susan Stott, director of 
business services for PA, said 
Tuesday. 

The effort to increase pedes- 
trian safety on Route 28 was 
stepped up following two 
accidents involving students, the 
most recent one in May. Two stu- 
dents were struck by a car and 
injured May 3 while crossing 
Route 28 near Chapel Avenue. 
Another student was struck last 
year near the same spot, but was 
not injured. 

Currently, the speed limit on 
Route 28 is 35 mph from just 
north of Hidden Road to the 
lights at Wheeler Street. It then 
drops to 30 mph through down- 
town. 

Ms. Stott said changing the 
area to a school zone was consid- 
ered, and would have mandated 
a 20 mph limit in the designated 
area. But Andover police felt a 20 
mph limit would not be realisti- 
cally enforceable, according to 
Ms. Stott. So Town Manager 
Buzz Stapczynski approached 
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Senator John D. O’Brien Jr., D- 
Andover, about including the 
language for creating the new 
campus safety zone in the Senate 
budget proposal. The language 
now must be included in the 
joint Senate/House version of 
the budget and approved by the 
Legislature. The budget should 
be acted on next month. 

The zone change would drop 
speed limits in the zone, which 
would include the area of Route 
28 that is currently 35 mph and a 
section of Salem Street east from 
Route 28 to just beyond Highland 
Road, to 25 mph during peak use, 
and 30 mph at all other times. 
Peak use is 7:15-8:15 a.m. and 4-6 
p.m., “which is the time of maxi- 
mum conflict between pedestri- 
ans and cars,” Ms. Stott said. 
Two lanes to one 

Phillips Academy is drawing 
up specifications for a bid to hire 
a traffic consultant, officials 
hope in July, to study both short- 
and long-term solutions to the 
traffic problems on Route 28 in 
front of the school. The state has 
also ordered traffic counts at the 
intersection of Main and Salem 
streets, and Main and Phillips 
streets. And the state will con- 
duct a sign inventory of the area. 

Ms, Stott said the school has 
no problem paying for the inde- 
pendent traffic consultant, but 
that the the town and state have 
agreed to work closely with PA 
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throughout the process. 

“We see this as a collaborative effort on all 
of our parts,” Ms. Stott said, “because we all 
agree we need help slowing down cars and 
making the area safer.” 

Ms. Stott said PA officials are hoping to 
have short-term solutions in place by the 
time the students return to school in Septem- 
ber, possibly the reduced speed limits and 
increased signage, and long-term solutions 
completed next summer. Long-term solu- 
tions may involve physical changes in the 
roadway, according to Ms. Stott. 


ps larger issue to deal with in the long 
term is that there is a two-lane highway 
north and south of the campus that turns 
into a four-lane highway in front of the 
school, she said. : 

“Tt makes no sense to open up to a four- 
lane highway just when you have the most 
pedestrian traffic,” Ms. Stott said. 

Changing the number of lanes or the 
allowed uses of the lanes in that portion of 
roadway will be among the solutions the traf- 
fic consultant will be asked to consider, Ms. 
Stott said.

WHIPPED OUT OF SHAPE 

The term "whiplash" is not a technical term, but merely 
describes the motion of the head and neck of the occupant of a 
car when struck from behind. From a relaxed position, the neck 
first experiences increased backward motion (hyperextension), 
followed by increased forward motion (hyperflexion), In the 
immediate aftermath of an accident Involving whiplash, victims 
may not be aware of their injuries.

Last week Mr. Silverman visited his 
son, Michael, on the West Coast when 
Michael’s wife, Laura, graduated from 
UCLA. But after that trip, he says he 
has no future plans. He'll play a little 
more golf and tennis and spend time 
gardening and fishing. 

“That’s all I want to do for a while,” 
he says. 

Mr. Silverman’s family includes his 
wife, Myrna, a special-education teach- 
er at South School; two sons, Ted, who 
works for Informational Resources Inc. 
in Waltham, and Michael, who lives in 
California; and a daughter, Nicki 
Jacobs, an artist who is Brian’s mom. 
One of Ms. Jacobs’ works adorns the 
ve over Mr. Silverman’s right shoul- 

er, 

“That was one of her pictures that 
she put together for a brochure,” he 
says. “That will come down.” 

A mountain of paperwork 

Two decades ago, he was thinking 
more about what he wanted to throw 
away. An administrator accumulates a 
mountain of paperwork every year and 
little of it is useful to anyone else on 
earth. So Mr. Silverman realizes that 
much of the educational research he 
leaves in his file cabinets will soon be 
aoruing only his successor’s circular 

e. 

“When I got here 20 years ago, (I) 
kind of took out the pail and shovel and 
got rid of a lot of things I didn’t want,” 
he says. 

Mr. Silverman came to Georgetown 
after 11 years as a teacher in Andover 
and three as assistant principal of 
Andover High School. 

Although he will officially retire in 
October, Mr. Silverman says he will 
“set out of the way” after he offers 
some help and advice to the new prin- 
cipal during the summer. 

Georgetown recently re-opened the 
search for a successor. Candidates 
have until July 5 to submit resumes. 

There is much Mr. Silverman can 
tell the new principal. In his years as 
Georgetown principal and Andover 
educator, he has seen three education 
reform acts, the growth of inclusion in 
the classroom and a decline in parental 
involvement he associates with the 
growth of dual-income families. 

“In order to move to the suburbs, 
both parents had to work. It began to 
limit parental involvement,” says Mr. 
Silverman. “Now it’s coming back, I 
think, in the lower grades.” 

At a recent PTO meeting, Mr. Silver- 
man says he told parents not to let 
their children shut them out of their 
lives once they reach middle-school 
age. 

There have been many other prob- 
lems more specific to Georgetown that 
Mr. Silverman had to deal with. Rather 
than eliminate sports as part of the 
school’s offerings, the school had to 
begin charging kids to play. For hock- 
ey and track, the system entered a co- 
op plan under which Georgetown stu- 
dents compete on other towns’ teams. 

“For a while we had one of the high- 


est user: fees in the state.,It’s very, sided

difficult. As far as we know, no one has 
ever not played because of need. But 
it’s more difficult.” 

Although the cost has since come 
down and a $400 cap on spending per 
family has been instituted, Mr. Silver- 
man says he still believes the idea is 


{wrong. But since 1981, he has had to 


‘make decisions he does not whole- 
heartedly support. 

“From the time (Proposition ) 2% 
went in in ’81, when we had been living 
under a very low budget, we were in 
great difficulty. We lost programs. We 
lost staff. Class sizes (long a source of 
Georgetown pride) became larger than 
we would have liked,” he says. “That 
had a serious effect on the budget and 
buying equipment.” 

So Mr. Silverman went to the busi- 
ness communities and found assis- 
tance there. 

No assistant principal 

Yet, donations from private indus- 
try could not solve every problem. 

“T went a period of probably five to 
seven years alone, without an assis- 
tant, which made it tough,” he says. 

From 1981 until the regional evalua- 
tion of Georgetown in 1986, Mr. Silver- 
man was without an assistant princi- 
pal. He received one in 1986, but the 
position was eliminated again in 1989 
and Mr. Silverman was alone again 
until 1992. 

“You're putting out fires all the 
time,” he says. “So much of your time 
is taken putting out fires. There’s so lit- 
tle else you can do when there’s only 
one administrator here.” 

This was particularly troubling for 
him, because he lists interaction with 
“etudents as the reason he remained as 
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principal for so many years. 

“The closer I got to kids the more I 
enjoyed education,” he says. 
Looking through his desk 

“T started to really clean out last 
summer,” says Mr. Silverman, looking 
through his desk drawer and realizing 
it is his turn to throw away informa- 
tion. 

The next principal will face many 
new challenges and opportunities and 
some of the information Mr. Silverman 
has will be outdated. Two years ago, 
Georgetown approved an override of 
Prop. 2% to fund a technology update 
and this year it approved $20 million to 
connect the gym to the rest of the 
school. 

“That’s bringing about a lot of 
changes that will occur in the next five 
years, I think,” says Mr. Silverman. 
“Tm disappointed it didn’t happen ear- 
lier, But I’ve done my share, Thirty- 
eight years is long enough. Timing is 
everything. The person coming in is 
going to have a big job.” 

In 1996, the school will be re-evaluat- 
ed and a sixth grade will soon be 
added. 

Nevertheless, the new principal will 
deal with some of the same problems as 
Mr. Silverman had. There are the prob- 
lems associated with an aging teaching 
staff, for instance, and meeting the 
requirements of the education reform 
act. 

“Communities are going to have dif- 
ficulty doing everything they (state 
Officials) are requesting them to do,” 
says Mr. Silverman. “It will become a 
great battle between ’95 and ’98.” 

And some things will never change, 
according to Mr, Silverman. 

“Yes, technology is very important. 
But when I got this job 20 years ago, my 
philosophy was give me a good teacher 
and a piece of chalk - and it has not 
changed,” he says. “It’s still the most 
important thing. Loving to learn does 
not come through computers. Loving 
to learn comes from teachers.” 


Up in smoke 

It was a teacher who gave Mr. Sil- 
verman one of the objects he is most 
likely to take with him. 

“Actually, probably the oldest thing 
I have is very interesting,” he says, 
searching a bookcase for the artifact to 


show a Visitor. It is a wooden ashtray - 


holder with the faded words “Jerry’s 
Pipe” written on it, Back when he first 
started in Georgetown, says Mr. Silver- 
man, he smoked his pipe every day on 
his way to and from school. During the 
day his well-known pipe was stored in 
this holder. 

“That was my trademark in those 
years,” he says. 

But Mr, Silverman stopped smoking 
in 1976. 

“Why did I quit? Because I had two 
sons. They just did a number on me on 
why was I smoking because I shouldn't 
be,” he says. “And I began to develop a 
sense of smell. We sent everything to 
the cleaners, everything I owned.” 


This year, Mr. Silverman the select- 


man was on the short aide of a 32 vote 
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against approval of the smoking laws 
passed at April Town Meeting. 

Originally elected in 1980, he is up 
for re-election once again in March 
1995. 

One of five selectmen, Mr. Silver- 
man brings a new perspective as he is 
an educator outside the system and 
also a resident of Andover. 

“T think it makes me more conscious 
certainly when we’re talking (school) 
budget and needs,” he says. “It’s proba- 
bly a perspective that very few people 
have.” 

Mr. Silverman gives Andover High 
School high marks, saying it is “per- 
ceived very, very well ... It’s a highly 
rated school and community.” 

One more look back 

Mr. Silverman points to another 
area of the room. 

“T have that picture there from the 
class of ’81,” he says. “That’s the only 
graduation I missed.” 

His mother’s funeral was the same 
day. 

This year, for the first time, Mr. Sil- 
verman was asked to give a graduation 
speech, But after 20 years, one speech 
was apparently not enough - so Mr. Sil- 
verman gave two. One was to the grad- 
uates on the subject of success and the 
other was more of a farewell to the 
community, 

Georgetown graduated less than 100 
students this year, and Mr. Silverman 
has seen more than 1,600 send their 
mortarboards skyward in his 20 years. 

As a result, in the just-over five 
pages of the double-spaced farewell- 
speech text, Mr. Silverman mentioned 
dozens of people. There were quarter- 
backs and guards, actresses and associ- 
ates. He remembered game«winning 
hits and mentioned Dave Boyd, a 
senior who watched over the cafeteria 
Mr. Silverman’s first year at George- 
town and who continues to do so today 
as a custodian. 

In the weeks leading to graduation, 
as he traveled from meeting to meet- 
ing, Mr. Silverman was greeted by 
many, 

“It's been like Havlicek’s farewell. 
Everywhere I’ve been going, I’ve been 
picking up plaques and gifts,” he says. 
“T’'ve been getting phone calls all over 
the place, from former students both 
here and in Andover.” 

It seems as if he had half the police 
force and their spouses in his classes 
during the 1960s, he says, Almost all of 
them still call him “Mr. Silverman.” 

A final memento 

Mr. Silverman picks up a wood 
block bearing “The Boss” on it and 
turns it over, searching for the name of 
the student who gave it to him. There 
have been so many names. In his grad- 
uation speech, he said he’d had thou- 
sands of students pass through the 
school during his tenure. : 

He looks around his office and tries 
to decide what he will keep and what 
he will leave behind. 

“T have a lot of thoughts, reminis- 
cences, both here and in Andover,” he 
says, 

Most of them ay are keepers, 
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town’s 350th anniversary celebration 
‘in 1996, Along with anecdotes such as 
these, the book will have thousands of 
facts that relate the history of the town, 
focusing mainly on the last century, 
1896-1996. 

While some people might wonder 
how she could fill the 256 pages of the 9- 
by 12-inch, “coffee-table format,” hard- 
cover book, Ms, Richardson said that is 
the least of her worries. 

“I’m having trouble cutting it 
down,” she said during an interview at 
her home last week. 

Ms. Richardson moved to Andover 
with her husband, the Rev. Peter 
Richardson of the Unitarian Universal- 
ist Church on Locke Street, two years 
ago. Part of the reason she was chosen 
to research and write the book was 
because she was not a long-time resi- 
dent and therefore held no biases and 
could remain completely objective, she 
said. She also was employed as a tem- 
porary office.worker for the town for 
four months last year — working in the 
office of Community Development and 
Planning, Doherty Middle School and 
in the business office for the schools. 
‘She believes those experiences helped 
her get to know key people in-town. 

Ms. Richardson, who has a bache- 
lor’s degree from Brandeis University, 
has authored two books and written for 
church and corporate newsletters, dai- 
ly and weekly newspapers and for Con- 
cord’s 350th anniversary book in 1984. 
She is also a published photographer. 

She has put her photography skills 

to good use in her current project, pho- 

tographing the people she’s inter- 
viewed for the anniversary book. She 
is also recording their conversations. 

“T have tapes of all the interviews 
I’ve conducted.” 

She plans to give the tapes to the 
Historical Society for a “good oral his- 
tory of the town.” 

“Pye interviewed more than 70 peo- 
ple now, in their homes.” 

The publications committee of the 
Andover Historical Society worked for 
two years on what members wanted 
included-in the book. 

'- “So by the time they talked to me 
they had a list of suggested chapters,” 
Ms. Richardson said. 

She has just completed the ninth of 
13 chapters. 

“fm up to ‘business.’ I just printed 
out the business chapter, which was 
the hardest,” Ms. Richardson said. 
“The big ones I have left are ‘town gov- 
ernment’ and ‘recreation.’ Right now 

- I'm working on ‘Andover firsts.’ ” 

That chapter will include who had 
the first car, the first computer and the 
first television. As a little teaser, she 
leaked the fact that the first computer 
was at Raytheon Co. 


Long-time businesses 

She approached the business chap- 
ter as a look at the changing face of 
Main Street, and used a database to 
find the businesses that were in town 
for 50 and 100 years. 


|... “It’s heen. very. interesting. It's been 
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very scientific, actually.” 

Ms. Richardson said she was 
amazed by how many employees of 
businesses didn’t have any idea how 
long their company has been in town. 
She called all the banks and asked 
when the bank located in Andover and 
nobody knew the answer. But it wasn’t 
just banks. 

“T called up 57 organizations in town 
and asked, ‘When were you founded?’ ” 

How many knew the answer? 

“I don’t remember. That was chap- 
ter three.” 

Some of her discoveries are no great 
surprise. 

»“T think a big change in the business 
area is there are a lot more chains.” 

But there are also family businesses 
that have been here a long time and are 
still owned and operated by family 
members. 

Those include Doherty Insurance, 
now at 21 Elm St., which first opened 
in 1934; Bernardin Insurance, at 60 
Main St., established in 1947; and Howe 
Real Estate, now Prudential Howe Real 
Estate, at 4 Punchard Ave., which was 
established in 1952. ; 

“The Rogers family, (owners of 
Andover Publishing and the Towns- 
man), is the only fifth-generation busi- 
ness family that I found so far.” 

The Dantos family opened Andover 
Spa in 1921, but sold it in 1970, although 
the spa is still operating. 


The Andover Inn, Andover Book- 
store, Andover Townsman (and 
Andover Press), Andover Bank, (for- 
merly Andover Savings Bank), 
Andover Companies and Baybank, 
(formerly Andover National Bank) 
have all been in business for more than 
100 years. Cross Coal had a 75th 
anniversary in 1939, but was sold to 
Whaleco Oil Co. of Lawrence in 1984. 

Ms. Richardson said she wrote a 
chapter on the mills and people in 
industry and was criticized because it 
didn’t have enough women in it. She 
quickly pointed out there were no 
women in the mills business. 

On the other hand, when looking at 


‘changes in 1918, she could tell a lot of 


women had taken over businesses 
while their husbands had gone off to 
fight in World War I. Also in 1918, more 
women listed themselves as business 
owners, including 18 nurses, 10 to 12 

house owners, mostly Irish, 
and 10 piano teachers. 


Ethnic presence 

The ethnic chapter was interesting, 
Ms, Richardson said. 

In 1980, 30 percent of residents were 
of Irish descent or of “Irish and some- 
thing else,” Ms. Richardson said. 

“That was really stunning.” 

She interviewed people from China, 
Vietnam and India, and said the Chi- 
nese and Indian segments are growing 
fastest. Ms. Richardson was impressed 
with what she heard of how some of 
these people arrived in town. She inter- 
viewed one woman who escaped Viet- 
nam by boat and had the boat blasted 
out from under her by Cambodian 
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Eleanor Richardson says writing 
a book about Andover’s history 
has helped her get to know the 
community better. She and her 
husband, the Rev. Peter Richard- 
son of the UU Church, are new 
residents of the town, and now 
she says she feels less like an out- 
sider.

police. She was the only one on board 
to escape. 

“T mean, all I did was drive dowt 
Route 495,” Ms. Richardson said. 

Ms. Richardson identified 25 reli- 
gious groups in town, including a yoga 
meditation group and a group of 
Chabad Lubavitch, Hasidic Jews. 

She learned that the Phillips Acade- 
my constitution allows that “Protes- 
tants only shall ever be concerned in 
the trust or instruction of this semi- 

Ms. Richardson thought that rather 
strange to be in the constitution of a 
school that has three chaplains — 
Catholic, Protestant and Jewish - and 
has a strong policy of diversity at the 
school, 

She asked both current headmaster 


- Don McNemar and former headmaster 


Ted Sizer why the constitution was 
never changed. Mr. McNemar said it 
was too much work to change it and 
that they just ignore it. Mr. Sizer said 
any changes to the constitution 
requires going to the state Legislature, 
and that once the Legislature opens the 
constitution, they would have the pow- 
er to go in and change anything they 
want, so it was decided to leave well 
enough alone. 
Learning about town 

Ms. Richardson said the best part of 
researching and writing the book is 
that she has learned so much about 
Andover. 

“T think my most amazing discovery 


secrets ina 350th book — 


is how Andover has changed for me, 
now that I know its history.” 

She can’t go down to Main Street 
now and just look at the stores as they 
are now. Instead she sees them 50 or 
100 years ago. Instead of cars moving 
bumper to bumper on Main Street, she 
sees the cobblestones she knows lie 
under the pavement and sees horse 
and wagons making their way past 
corset shops. 


She said she was suffering from 
“new person-itis” when she moved 
here. Working on the book helped her 
learn all about the town and to meet a 
lot of people. She thinks anyone who 
has recently moved to town will gain a 
greater appreciation for the town by 
reading its history. 

Ms. Richardson said her own house, 
built in 1950, was built on the site of an 
apple orchard, and that she still has 
two apple trees in her yard. She said 
people in town have been very gra- 
cious about opening up their own 
homes to her and telling her their his- 
tories. She prefers that type of research 
to digging through books. 

“I get more excited about writing it 
when people describe it to me.” 

Now when she drives through town, 
she passes houses she’s been in and 
knows something about. 


Deadline 1995 

Ms. Richardson is supposed to have 
completed writing by November, but 
the book will not be available to the 
public until fall of 1995. The anniver- 
sary celebration is scheduled for May 
of 1996. 

Ms. Richardson said there are still 
pages available for sale for businesses 
that want to be a part of the publica- 
tion. 

“Any business can buy a page and 
have their history in the book, she 
said. 

Oh, yes: The original Barnard Build- 
ing is at 36 Main St., where Andover 
Beauty Supply is located, on the other 
side of Old Town Hall from the 
Barnard Block. The building was built 
by Jacob Barnard in 1883. His son, Hen- 
ry Barnard, built the Barnard Block in 
1910. Henry’s son, W. Shirley Barnard, 
once operated a real estate office in the 
original building. Richard Lally, cur- 
rent owner of the building, is his son. 

As for the woman who used dead 
squirrels to grow large, plump toma- 
toes — and how she obtained the squir- 
rels — buy the book.

Street. People want to rush to a red 


light.” 

Officer Cronin said it applies to 
crosswalks, turning accidents and red- 
light violations. 

“Tt all comes down to courtesy for 
the other driver,” Officer Cronin said. 

The same lack of courtesy causes 
gridlock at the intersection of Main 
and Chestnut streets, Sgt. Pattullo said. 

“You should not enter an intersec- 
tion until you can safely make it across 
the entire intersection,” Sgt. Pattullo 
said. Doing so is against the law. 

Officer Cronin and Sgt. Pattullo said 
motorists stopping at the growing 
number of “quick-stop” stores, to run 
in for a paper, cigarettes or a bagel, is a 
big problem on Main Street. And when 
confronted, people act as if the parking 
restrictions don’t apply to them. That’s 
even true directly across the street 
from the police and fire station, at Per- 
fecto’s Caffe, where there is a fire lane 
for emergency vehicles entering or 
leaving the station, according to the 


sergeant. 


State law requires 
pedestrians to use 


crosswalks if there is 
one within 300 feet. 


“They think it’s ‘No stopping - fire 
lane, except to pick up your coffee,’ ” 
Sgt. Pattullo said. 

Officer Cronin said that for some 
reason people think “It’s OK if I stop 
here, because it’s only for a minute.” 

That leads to blind turns and 
blocked crosswalks. 

“And again, it gets back to the cour- 
tesy thing,” Officer Cronin said. 
Safety check 

On Monday, June 20, Officer Cronin 
spent about 35 minutes, from about 3:30 
to 4:15 p.m., at Punchard Avenue with 
his radar gun checking for speeders 
coming down Main Street into town 
from Phillips Academy. In that time he 
stopped three cars for speeding, issu- 
ing two tickets. 

“I would say I spend a goodly 
amount of time on Route 28, from 
Phillips Academy to the Lawrence line, 
and I do try to be in the uptown area a 
couple or three times a week, in the 
late afternoon especially,” Officer 
Cronin said. 

He said speeding is not the biggest 
traffic problem downtown, but that it 
depends on the hour of the day. 

“It’s no less a problem on Main 
Street than anywhere else in town,” 
Officer Cronin said. “During off-peak 
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hours, the lighter the traffic, the.more 
the speed does increase.” 

Although Officer Cronin may use 
some judgment in issuing speeding 
tickets, he has no mercy for one viola- 
tion. 

“T have absolutely zero tolerance for 
kids unbelted under 12,” he said. 

Asked whether people use cross- 
walks, Officer Cronin said, “People are 
using crosswalks more than they did in 
the past, but not as much as they 
should.” 

State law requires pedestrians to use 
crosswalks if there is one within 300 
feet, according to Officer Cronin. 

Ms. Grogan said it is helpful to have 
the signs that sit in the middle of the 
street, stating that it is state law to 
yield to pedestrians. Officer Cronin 
said the signs alert motorists to slow 
down. 


Red lights and speeders 

Andover police made at least 284 
traffic stops on Main Street from Jan. 1 
of this year through Monday, June 21. 

The most common violation was for 
red-light violations, a total of 76 offens- 
es. Speeding was second, 63, followed 
by no inspection sticker, 35; defective 
equipment, 31; failure to obey traffic 
signs, nine; failure to yield/slow for 
pedestrians in a crosswalk and stop- 
sign violations, eight each; illegal 
turns, seven; and operating an unregis- 
tered vehicle, six. 

Incidents that had one to five viola- 
tions included: children under 12 unre- 
strained, failure to wear a seatbelt, fail- 
ure to use care in turning, failure to 
yield to an emergency vehicle, operat- 
ing without headlights, obstructing the 
flow of traffic, failure to keep right, 
leaving a vehicle running and unat- 
tended, failure to yield right of way, 
improper passing, one-way violations, 
operating under the influence, improp- 
er lane use, following too closely, fail- 
ure to use care in stopping and operat- 
ing unlicensed. These figures include 
verbal and written warnings and tick- 
ets issued. In some cases, multiple vio- 
lations were issued. 

State enforcement grant 

Andover is one of 19 police depart- 
ments in the state that recently 
received a $3,000 grant to participate in 
a safety program targeting speeders 
and violators of the safety-belt and the 
child-passenger safety laws. 

The “Make It a Safe Summer” pro- 
gram, funded by the Governor’s High- 
way Safety Bureau, teams local police 
with state police in “wave” enforce- 
ment of those three violations. It is 
aimed at reducing the number of crash- 
es and of injuries, and with fostering 
good working relationships between 
local departments and state police. 

On a Friday night earlier this 
month, four Andover officers and four 
state troopers converged on Union and

North Main streets near Route 495 as 
part of the program. 

“We wrote 85 citations in 2% hours,” 
said Sgt. Pattullo. 

That was the first of several such 
waves of enforcement the two depart- 
ments will perform together from now 
through October. 

Elm Square turns 

Another problem motorists face in 
Elm Square is lack of action by the 
town and/or state. 

After several meetings with a traffic 
consultant several years ago, select- 
men, on July 22, 1991, approved 
changes to the traffic rules and regula- 
tions for Elm Square. Among other 
changes, board members voted to allow 
southbound traffic to go straight on 
Main Street or left onto Elm Street 
from the left lane, and straight on Main 
Street or right onto Central Street from 


| - the right lane. — 
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“I think what we did, we did it so if 
someone was in the right lane, they 
would have the ability to stay in that 
lane and go straight,” Buzz Stapczyns- 
ki, town manager, said this week. 

But to this day, the street markings 
(arrows on the pavement) and signs 
have not been redone to reflect those 
changes. (The sign says, “Right lane for 
right turn.” It does not say for right 
turn “only,” nor does it say “right lane 
for straight or right.”) 

Selectman Gerald Silverman said 
recently since the rules were changed 
that the markings would be changed 
when they needed to be redone, but 
that hasn't happened. Mr. Stapezynski 
said he will look into the changes to see 
if signs need to be upgraded, but that 
he has no plans currently of making 
any changes in the square.

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Drivers, — 
pedestrians, 
slow down 


There are some problems with 
traffic on Main Street. One is cars 
that drive too fast. Another is people 
who cross the street outside of the 
painted pedestrian crossings, Anoth- 
er is rude drivers who won’t yield to 
other drivers and pedestrians. 

Most of us are guilty of crossing 
the street outside of designated walk- 
ways. Many of us drive too fast on 

_Main Street, especially when the 
street isn’t crowded with traffic. : 

Most of us have taken on the per- 
sona of Massachusetts drivers: We 
are not courteous, we don’t let cars 
in ahead of ours when they are feed- 
ing onto Main Street from side 
streets, and we try to make it 
through a crosswalk before that 
pedestrian enters it and slows us 
down. ; 

At Main Street and Phillips Acade- 


- my on May 3, two students were hit 


by a car and badly injured while 
“crossing the street in a pedestrian 
crossing. The driver who hit them 
failed to stop when a truck next to it 
stopped for the pedestrians. The driv- 
er of the car didn’t see the girls cross- 
ing. The driver was at fault. Drivers 
have to anticipate pedestrians step- 
ping into the street. Pedestrians have 
the right of way. 

This week we watched Patrolman 
Bob Cronin on his motorcycle, driv- 
ing south on Main Street. His head 

was sweeping from side to front to 

side. He was watching for pedestri- 
ans, anticipating one would step off 
the curb at any moment. 

In Hawaii, when a person steps off 
the sidewalk into the street, no mat- 
ter if in a pedestrian crosswalk or 
not, traffic halts, immediately. 

In Massachusetts; and in Andover, 
our heart rates are roaring; we are in 
a hurry and don’t have a moment to 
spare. 

That is dangerous. We need to slow 

“down, both in cars and on foot. If we 
drive slowly and anticipate pedestri- 
ans crossing, we will be able to yield 
to them. If we slow down while walk- 
ing, and make a point to cross in 
painted pedestrian walkways, cars 


will be more likely to obey pedestri-

Last Friday, I 
watched too, 
along with you { 
and hundreds of 
thousands of others. I was on my way 
to bed when O.J. Simpson and his 
friend, Al Cowlings, kept the country 
awake and at the edge of seats during 
a 60-milée drive to his ultimate sur- 
render and arrest. 

I was at times fascinated and at 
other times, horrified. Sometimes I 
felt like an eavesdropper, a sleazy 
snoop, but I couldn’t seem to turn 
away from the drama. 

It’s difficult to decide if this coun- 
try has stooped to the ultimate in 
eavesdropping and media invasion, 
or if the public has a right to know in 
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While I was watching the bizarre 
drive on Los Angeles freeways and 
city streets, I was thinking about 
newspapers’ and of course specifical- 
ly the Townsman’s decisions on if, 
how and how much to cover stories- 
such as the O.J. drama. 

Parts of the public will complain 
that the media invaded O.J.’s priva- 
cy, and when commentator Barbara 
Walters began her psychobabble as 
one columnist called it, I was totally 
turned off and clear about what the 
media should do and what it 
shouldn’t in this case. 

No one knows what O.J. Simpson 
was thinking during that long ride. 
No one but the man himself, and per- 
haps other family members, knows 
what happened to him as a child; no 
one, with the exception of the late 
Nicole Brown Simpson and O.J. him- 
self, knows what happened in that 
marriage. And for Barbara Walters 
or any other commentator to fill the 
airways or newspaper columns with 
garbage about how he was feeling, 
what he was thinking and so on, is 
wrong. . 

In the newspaper business, it is 
easier to make those decisions 
because we don’t have on-air, live 
minutes when commentators appar- 
ently believe they have to fill the air 
with words. Would it have been so

During the 0.J. watch, I was 
thinking about some decisions we at 
the Townsman have gone through 
and will in the future on what to cov- 
er, what to leave be. And we do think 
hard about such decisions. 

The most recent story we’ve dealt 
with that wanted such sensitive 
treatment is the disappearance of 
Andover attorney Reginald Marden 
and his 16-year-old son, Christopher. 

What we want to do in covering 
this tragic story, and really in all oth- 
er stories, is publish what is perti- 
nent and leave the rest alone. 

To give an example of what I 
mean, using another story, we know 
of a woman in Andover who recently 
had brain surgery. We told a friend 
of the woman that if there is any- 
thing she needs from the community, 
we might be able to write about it in 
the Townsman. If, however, she does 
not wish to talk about it, or her fami- 
ly doesn’t, fine, that is her decision 
and we agree. She is not a public fig-

I would like to praise Principal Tim 
Thomas for the fantastic job he has 
done in addressing the issue of posting 
students’ class rank at Andover High 
School. 

Ranking first became a topic of seri- 
ous discussion in the wake of two stu- 
dent suicides within a 12-month period. 
Progressing from informal conversa- 
tions to a student-government propos- 
al, the idea of abolishing posted rank 
gained its share of advocates and dissi- 
dents. When student government rec- 


ommended the formation of a special 
committee of students and faculty to 
investigate the problem, Mr. Thomas 
welcomed the group’s input in the 
search for an acceptable solution. 

As a member of this panel, I had the 
opportunity to personally witness Mr. 
Thomas’ sincere commitment to the 
resolution of the problems created by 
posted rank. He listened attentively to 
the concerns of the committee’s 
diverse membership and researched a 
variety of proposed solutions before 
synthesizing a compromise favorable 
to all parties. 

Beginning in the 1994-1995 school 
year, transcripts containing class rank 
will be distributed individually and 
confidentially to all juniors and 
seniors. This measure will reduce 
some of the competitive tensions fos- 
tered by posting, To de-emphasize the 
apparent importance of rank, the tran- 
scripts will also contain comprehen- 
sive grades and college-board scores. 

The far-reaching decision to end the 
posting of students’ class rank would 
not have been possible without Mr. 
Thomas’ wisdom, dedication and lead- 
ership. With the way in which he han- 
dled the rank issue, Mr. Thomas has 
again proven his willingness to listen 
to students and to address their con- 
cerns. In Mr. Thomas, Andover High 
School has found a capable administra- 
tor whose manifest commitment to stu- 
dents is something in which we can all 
take pride.

times-livided committee. The commit- 
tee approved his recommendations 5-0. 

Approval of the recommendations 
was moved by Bill Huston and second- 
ed by Lloyd Willey, two committee 
members who have seemed at opposite 
ends of the spectrum regarding this 
issue. Mr. Huston has been a strong 
supporter of heterogeneous grouping, 
and has expressed concern that level- 
ing can sometimes exclude certain stu- 
-dents from higher levels of education. 
Mr. Willey has said he would consider 
approving a leveled math program for 
the fifth grade, as well. 

“TI really think (Dr. McQuillan) is 
trying to be responsive and responsi- 
ble. 've never had a problem with lev- 
eling as long as there are access 
avenues for students,” Mr. Huston said 
before the meeting. “I think a lot of the 
things Dr. McQuillan is recommending 
is a reasonable compromise. All the 
elementary schools are 100 percent in 
favor of a inclusion and heterogeneous 
grouping. (He’s) walking the fine line 
between balancing academic excel- 
lence and self-esteem.” 


“There’s always a group out there 
that wants more and a group that 
wants less and you can’t satisfy every- 
one,” said Mr, Willey.

detailed in the school improvement 
plans by the elementary school coun- 
cils as one significant reason for this 
decision. 

Heterogeneous grouping will also 
continue in grades 6-8, with the excep- 
tion of mathematics, where there will 
be two levels in each grade. 

Mr. Huston said he is concerned a 

“booster class” to allow marginal stu- 
dents to move up a level will not be in 


place when a leveled sixth-grade math 
program is implemented in the fall of 
1994, 

“T think, to be honest with you,” said 
Dr. McQuillan, implementation for the 
fall of 1994 “will not be an air-tight, 
smooth flow of events.” 

At Andover High School, all leveled, 
unleveled and combined level courses 
will remain in their current format 
with the exception of a combined level 
2 and 3 biology class that will be elimi- 
nated. 

Dr. McQuillan recommended depart- 
ment heads and faculty “consider 
developing summer and/or evening 
enrichment courses that might enable 
students who are seemingly locked in 
at a particular level to move into high- 
er level courses,” 


Such programs will likely be a part 
of a school department move to gain 
greater control over pre- and after- 
school activities so that they will have 
greater control over their buildings 
and more access to revenue, according 
to committee members. Ways to attain 
greater rental revenue from the Collins 
Center will also be analyzed. 


Committee looking for greater control of building use

In an effort to have greater control 


over school buildings and expand 


before- and after-school activities, the 
school department has created three 
models for future building use, the 
most expansive of which will create a 
new Department of Continuing Educa- 
tion and Enrichment. 

The School Committee has been dis- 
cussing for months the possibility of 
the school system expanding and con- 
trolling the expansion of the type of 
before- and after-school classes cur- 
rently offered by the Department of 
Community Services (DCS). In recent 
weeks, the committee has deleted refer- 
ences to DCS contained in the proposed 
school council school improvement 


plans, to assure that the school system 
or another organization can be 
involved in before- and after-school 
activities, as well. 

“All of us on the School Committee 
see the need for this,” said Bill Huston, 
committee member, “so that we have 
control over this to maximize revenue. 
We all have different points of view on 
how this can be accomplished.” 

According to School Committee 
members, one of the issues driving the 
change is the need and hope of greater 
revenue that can be created for the 
schools by expansion of such pro- 


“We may end up going with an 
expanded group like SHED doing the 
whole thing. But that’s one of the 


things being discussed,” said Lloyd 
Willey, committee member. “There's a 
whole lot of possibilities,” 

“Tf, in fact, the School Committee 
and the school administration is 
responsible for overseeing their build- 
ings, but other individuals are respon- 
sible for renting out the schools and 
other things, that might lead to confu- 
sion and sometimes miscommunica- 
tion,” said Mr. Huston. “I don’t know if 
we can do it better or if we can create 
greater revenue. I think there are a lot 
of people in town doing (a great job). Do 
I think the schools should be doing 
this? Beyond a shadow of a doubt.” 

Although a feasibility study on the 
development of before- and after-school 
programs to begin in the fall of 1996 is a 


Town hears today about M. McQuillan’s job

A decision on whether Mark 
McQuillan, superintendent of Andover 
schools, will be offered the job as super- 
intendent in Lincoln “is imminent,” 
according to a Lincoln official involved 
in the process. 


“We're confident that we will have 
that decision tonight,” Terry Perlmut- 
ter, Lincoln School Committee member 
and head of the superintendent search 
committee, said Wednesday as the 
Townsman went to press, 


Lincoln had its final candidate inter- 
view Tuesday and officials were 
expecting to meet last night to arrive at 
a decision, according to Ms. Perlmut- 
ter. 


Dr. McQuillan said Tuesday night 
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that he might know the committee's 
intent by Wednesday afternoon but 
pe Ne eal. 0a be able, to make any 
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comment to the press until Thursday. 

Dr. McQuillan is one of five finalists 
for the position and he has said he was 
recruited by Lincoln for its head post. 
It is a K-8 system since the high school 
is regionalized. 


The other final candidates in the 
Lincoln search are Maxine Minkoff, 
Wachusett Regional interim superin- 
tendent; Harry Hartunian, Beverly 
assistant superintendent; Mark Mas- 
terson, acting superintendent of Hamp- 
stead, N.H.; and Douglas McDonald, 
superintendent of another New Hamp- 
shire school. 


Ms. Perlmutter said only that Dr. 
McQuillan’s interview and visit went 
well, but that there are four other 
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part of the three models discussed 
Tuesday night, it is just one part of the 
overall goal of greater building control 
and continuity. According to a school 
department memorandum, “at present 
five separate entities provide program- 
ming in the schools buildings: the indi- 
vidual schools for their own students’ 
enrichment programs, school adminis- 
trators for Collins Center events, the 
Department of Community Services, 
the Facilities Coordinator (under the 
Department of Municipal Mainte- 
nance), and SHED. This disconnected 
arrangement results in programmatic, 
logistical and financial difficulties.” 

However, committee members said 
they hope to work together with the 
town departments to arrive at an 
agreeable solution. 

“I think we have an outstanding 
community services department. I 
don’t know if we can do it better or 
worse. We'd just be defining what was 
asked of them,” said Mary Lyman, 
committee member. “I don’t think it 
would mean the end of anything. I 
think it would mean more of every- 
thing.” 

The three models discussed by the 
committee and presented by Dr. 
McQuillan include slight adjustments 
to the current system as one model, 
greater promotion and management of 
the Collins Center to increase net prof- 
its to $60,000 per year by FY 1996 as a 
second model, and to create the new 
Department of Continuing Education 
and Enrichment. 


Dr. McQuillan recommended this 
last model as a long-term goal. The 
committee discussed hiring a consul- 
tant to look into increasing Collins 
Center rentals.

*T couldn’t make outgoing calls 
because of all the calls coming in,” said 
Ms. Lyman.

program at West. 

“I was aware of an interest. The 
West parents have been concerned for 
a while that the West math program is 
not as balanced,” as at Doherty, said 
Ms. Lyman, “that they felt the students 
were not receiving the same math pro- 


‘gram.” 


However, school officials said they 
don’t believe that perception is neces- 
sarily accurate, and expressed concern 
over the division such accusations 
may cause. Janice Barch, president of 
the West Middle PAC, said she did not 
know anyone who approached Dr. 
McQuillan to complain about seventh- 
grade math. Mr. Willey said students 
from West actually scored marginally 
higher that Doherty students on the 
eighth grade standardized math test 
last year. 

“How do we know the inequity 
wasn’t at Doherty?” asked Ms. Barch. 
“Even if there is a problem, a problem 
with the math program, I don’t know 
how you resolve it. 

“T think the union should have done - 
the speaking for all teachers. I think it 
should have been between the union 
and the administration to be solved, so 
that it wouldn’t cause bad feelings for 
the middle schools, us versus them, 
teachers and parents. I don’t like the 
division,” she said. 

Tom Meyers, teachers’ union presi- 
dent, said communication is the key to 
smooth teacher transfers. 

“T think the most important idea 
behind (transfers) is we need to be 
open to the faculty,” he said, “so it 
doesn’t came as a shock.”
